However, the point thatleaps to the eyes in this Morning Post article 
and the pamphlet on which it is based is that the whole theory of 
Holshevism being essentially a Jewish movement, or that of all Jews in 


Aussia being Bolshevists—the theory to which the Morning Post has - 


clung with @ tenacity that would be commendable in any more reason- 
ible direetion—is now, by the Morning Post itself, blown to the four 
winds of heaven. ‘The contention that has all along been insisted upon 
by Jews on the other hand—namely, that Jews were to be found in all 
parties in» Russia. is, to .a large extent, entirely borne out. For if Jews 


- form a majority of the parties that have been enumerated, which are in™

The name of the renowned 
Jewish scientist—and Zionist—will come to mind at once, and thus there 
is at least some doubt about the Russian origin of this colleague of Lenin. 


Jewish Governing Capacity. | 

But this article in the Morning Post and the pamphlet go ab enormous 
way further in justification of what has long been the Jewish position taken 
and contention held, and that in more than one direction. If it be indeed » 
true that the Russian State is actually dominated by the Jewish “ Nation,” 
that Government and Opposition are all Jews, that a vast Continent is thus 
governed by Jews—and those, I would add, only Jews of a certain country — 
how absurd and ridiculous it is to suggest that the Jews of all the world 


_ could not provide an administration for a tiny slip of land bordering on the 


Kastern Mediterranean, hardly as big as a small province in Russia, and 
ceriainly less thickly populated than many a one. It may be said that 
the Government of Russia is everything that the Morning Post describes . 
it—a vile tyranny, a negation of democracy, a strangling of iiberty, 
and the repression of everything that goes to make np civilisation.

methods, and is to the last degree undesirable.

“Tsardom and the Jews. 


And there isanother implication feom this Morning Post article and the 
pam phiet upon which it is based. For years and years we Jews argued 
against the futile and fatal policy of Tsardom in repressing the 
Jewish population of Russia and keeping the intelligence of the country 


- as manifested by Jewish brains and Jewish intellect, Jewish energy and 


Jewish capacity in the dust of persecution. We Jews persistently advised 
the Russian Government, in its own interests, that it could do infinitely 
better with the Jews there than by treating them as they did, if they gave 


‘them the opportunity of taking their place as full and free citizens of the 


State. Russian Jews, we said, would thus. become a buttress and 
ornament to Russia, instead of a constant trouble anddifficulty. Tsardom — 
was obdurate; it persisted in its recidivist policy. We see the result; 
Tsardom beaten down to the very dregs, and as this pamphlet shows 
Russian Jews governing Russia. How much wiser it would have been of

A Union of Goran Communities. 
BERLIN [F.0.C.) 
‘The foundation of the Joint-Union of German Jewish Communities 
“Die Gesamtorganisation” is at present one of the chief subjects 
under consideration in Jewish circles. The Government desires the 
Union of all religious bodies and endows them with privileges. The 
Minister of Public Worship has decreed that only if a Union is aniversal 
will it be subsidised by the State. The orthodox German Jews have 
formed the Halberstiidter Union and decline to join the Joint-Union of 
the Jewish Communities. On the other hand, the Deutsch Israelitische 
Gemeinde Bund (D.1.G.-#.) and the Union of German Jews and the Zionist 
Union are busy with preliminary steps towards unity. 
has issued a scheme of work. The D.1.G.B. is calling a meeting of 
delegates in Berlin next month at which representatives of all German 


Jewish Communities will be present. The Union of German Jews desires — 


to treate a new body under the control of the larger Jewish communities. 
The Joint Union is to be the representative body for State and civic 


authorities, The government of the communities remains the same as 


hithertofore. The “ Bundestag” and the “Grosse Rat” have to promote 
the work ofthe Joint Union. Votersare persons of both sexes of full age; 
aliens can only vote after three years on a community. Every two 
thousand members elect one Deputy. 

. ne Zionists propose the creation of Provincial and State Com- 
munities. The “ Reichs-Gemeindetag” is the chief body of the Joint 
‘Union and represents the interests of the German Jewish communities 
internally and externaliy, for the whole world. The Joint Union will be 
on a “national” basis and“ national” communities are to follow. . 

It is to be hoped that the great variance in the schemes will be 
bridged over at the meeting in January. The great point at issue is, 
As the Joint 
Union “ Die Gesamtorganisation ” is for the bencfit of all German Jews, it 
is to be hoped that will prevail.

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Mr. NAPHTALI BEHR. 
The late Mr. Naphtali Bebr was born in Munich in 1857, and belongec 
to a family well known and highly respected throughout Lithuania. After 
the pogroms in 1881, he became an indefatigable worker in providing relief 
for the stricken areas, and was closely associated with Dr, Ruelf in this 
beneficent activity. He came to London over twenty years ago, and soon 
identified himself with charitable and educational movements in the Bast 
End. He was one of the earliest members of the Chovevi Zion, 
and later became a warm supporter of political Zionism. During the 
war he rendered useful service in the supply of kasher food for interned 
prisoners. He took a deep interest in the Yeshiva Ltz Chaim; was 
himself an earnest student, and always found great delight in the 
company of scholars. Of rigid orthodoxy, he was yet tolerant and genial, 
and made sincere friends among people of different shades of thought. 
His loss is mourned by a devoted circle of relatives and friends, by whom 

he was held in the highest regard and esteem. 


Mr. ISIDORE GLUCKSTEIN. - 
| The death oecurred at Fastbourne on Friday, in his seventieth year, 
of Mr. Isidore Gluckstein. Some forty-five years ago, in conjunction with 
his brother-in-law, Me. Barnet Salmon, he started a -small tobacconist’s 
business in the Eduware Road. From that nucleus there developed the 
extensive firin of Salmon and Gluckstein, whose branches number 
hundreds, and of which the deceased was, at the time of his death, 
chiirman. He was also largely interested in the catering business, the. 
origiu of which was suggested to him by the success that had followed the 
scheme of his multiple tobaceo shops. He determined to adopt the same 
idea in his new venture, andfrom small beginnings floated in 1894, together 
with Sir Joseph Lyons, the firm of J. Lyons and Co., the greatest of its 
kind in Great Britain, if not in the world. The same idea, though on a 
sinaller scale, was applied to hotels, of one of which, the Strand Palace, 
Mr. Gluckstein was chairman. deceased, who possessed outstanding 
financial ability, took little interest in communal affairs.

My DEAR COUSIN, 

There is some talk of building & Synagogue in these parts, and 
Laving becn consulted on the proposal by some of my friends, I set about 
thinking on the nature of a Jewish House of Prayer. The very name is 
arresting. A synagogue is a Place of Assembly, and the equivalent in 
Hebrew M3) and Aramaic ‘3), convey this meaning 
precisely. Popular assemblies for prayerand instruction (the two always 
went together) appear to have been held in Babylon during the First 
jxile; they were instituted in Palestine after the Return under Ezra and 
Nehemiah, and were continued even after the Second Temple had been 
rebuilt. Indeed, a portion of the Temple (the N13° N22?) was actually 
set aside for synagogue purposes. The synagogue thus has a preity long 
history, and to-day no less than two thousand years ago and more, it is 


still &@ place of prayer and instruction. Instruction is provided by the. 


reading of the Torah and of the prophetic lessons, as well as by the 
sermon. But if the Sedrah and Haphtara are supposed to be instruction, 
how differently should they be dealt with! In many synagogues to-day 


the reading from the Torah is often one long gabble, as though the. 


precentor were in a hurry to be done with it; while the congregation

After the destruction of the Temple, synagogues grew up in all places 


where Jews settled. In Palestine itseli there were town synagogues and 


village synagogues; in Jerusalem the number of synagogues was nearly 


five hundred. Every craft had its ow n House of Assembly ; and every 
colony of Jows who hailed from foreign parts likewise assembled together 
for prayer and instruction ; ‘those from Alexandria, Africa,;anud Cyrenaica 
are specificaily mentioned in the Talmud. Wherever possible, synagogues. 
were built on rising ground, so that in ach town the House of Assembly 
should dominate all the other houses ; and no synagogue might be pulled 
down until another was. ready to replace it. Asa rl he plan of a 
synagogue was simple. Its area was divided into three sections, one 
from the entrance to where the Almemmar, or reading desk, stood, to 
correspond tothe courtyard of the Temple; the second for the Almemmar, 
or “ Bima,” to correspond to the inner place of the Temple where stood 


the altar; and the third between the reading desk and the Ark, to corre- 
spond to the Holy of .Holies: There was no seating accommodation in 


this part; the benches were placed in the first section, behind the reading 
desk, and also to the right and left along the walls. I know of several 
Synagogues where the ancient plan is still maintained. | 

As for the direction of the structure, most synagogues were so built 


_ that the entrance was on the west side, so that the worshipper came in 
_ facing east, and the Ark was on the east side of the synagogue. It was 


an old tradition in Jewry that the Jews of the Diaspora in countries lying 
to the west of Jerusalem should face east while praying, whereas the 
Jews in Palestine and Jerusalem faced west, towards the Holy of Holies. 
The tradition is embodied in a passage of the Talmud which is quite 
specific. Thosé Jews who live out of Palestine should, when praying, 
turn to Palestine; those in Palestine should turn to Jerusalem ; those in 
Jerusalem towards the Temple ; and those in the Temple towards the 
Holy of Holies. But the tradition did not find universal acceptance. 


Rab Abin, for instance, tanght that the insistence on Jerusalem and the 


‘Temple was justified only while the Temple stood; and Rabbi Ishmael, 


who lived in the second century of the common era, always laid stress 
on the fact that God's presence is not limited to any. particular place, 


but is 732 w Nevertheless, the tradition 
has niaintained itself, and not only in the synagogue but in many an old- 


fashioned Jew’s house the Mizrach or eastern wall occupies a place of 


honour. 
There is also a conflict of views about the place of the reading desk 
in the synagogue. -In ancient times it always stood in the centre of the 


_ fane, more particularly in large synagogues, s0 that the reader's voice 


might carry in all directions. Of the historic synagogue in Alexandria 


it is on record that it was. so extensive that the Reader could not be 


heard. in every part, and it became necessary for the Beadle to stand on 
the reading desk and wave a flag as a signal for joining in the “Amen.” 
In later times no fixed rule prevailed as to the position of the reading 
desk. Maimonides advocated a central position ; Joseph Caro mentions 


_ Synagogues which to his knowledge had the reading desk near the 


entrance, and gave it as his considered opinion that every congregation 
might place the Almemmar wherever it was most convenient. This ruling 
appears to have prevailed ; and in this country I have seen the reading 
desk in various positions, in the centre of the building, near the entrance, 
and directly in front of the Ark. | 
Who formed the staff of the Sy nagogues ’ 2 At the head stood the 
President, supported (as in the medieval guilds) by Assistants, called 
Opt or and O'NI2. These officials enjoyed mighty powers, which 


extended even to imposing fines on members who would not submit to 


their ruling. In these anys we still have the office holders, but how 
shadowy is their» power !.But.they. have their compensations, for they 


may look forward to seeing their portraits adorning the Council Chambers — 


of their synagogues, and picturing unborn generations yet to come gazing 
in awe and wonder on their benign countenances. Under the authority of 
the “ Parnass” and “Gabbai” was the “ Messenger of the Congregation” 
the 12 ¥ M9, (always called ‘“‘Shatz” for short) whose duty it was to 
read the prayers and the Torah, and to see to the correspondence of the 
congregation. A Reader cum Secretary thus appears to be an ancient office 
in Jewish communal life, and this fact should be a comfort to those Reader-

tion” was the Chazan of the congregation whose dutics were miscclancous 
in character, including those of beadle and pedagogue.

To-day 
the synagogue is a shadow of its former self. At some of its services it 
not even the prescribed ten worshippers are present. 


a visit to the synagogue is, indeed, painful. ‘The cold and cheerlessn¢css 
without are reflected within its walls. True, there is compensation 
in the homes. Friday night has slowly become a home festival, 
and if the synagogue is cold, the Sabbath spirit shines the 
more biightly at home. Perhaps the Friday night. aspect of the 
synagogue is but an indication of its modern status. In olden days the 
Synagogue pulsated with life. The ancient rabbis advocated the multi- 
plying of synagogues; and they laid down special regulations for their 
hallowing.

when you go to the synagogue, quicken your pace, as though you ,hurried 


to meet one you love; when you leave the synagogte, let your steps be ;

heard the 164th Psalm chanted there on Sabbath afternoons: how 
moving was the recital of the Songs of Degrees! In our West End 
synagogues I have never heard the like, and I think we moderns. 


are the poorer for that. Our sy nagogue services tend to become, as it 
were, religious “ At Homes,” set occasions for which we dress, at which 
we bore ourselves, and from which we depart with enforced gaiety. How 
seldom are we moved, how seldom edified! There seems something 
wrong with the synagogue. As the older attenders are gathered to their 


fathers, t'Yere do not seem to be an adequate number of younger people — 
to take their places. Perhaps the age is not religious. Itmay beso. But 


we Jews can never cease to be a religious people, the people of the Book, 
the people who must keep alive the flume of religion. We need a religious 
revival. Will it break out in the synagogue

MR. LUCIEN WOLF’S WORK AT GENEVA. 


We have received for seg age the following correspondence which 
has been exchanged between Mr. Lucien Wolf, Secretary of the Joint 
Foreign Committee of the Deputies and of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
(during his visit to Geneva), and Messrs. Paderewski and Askenasy, the 
delegates of Poland to the League of Nations. 


LETTER FROM JOINT COMMII PTEE TO POLISH DE LEGATION. 
Joint Foreign Committee of the Jewish Board - 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association. 


To otheir E xcellencies the Polish Delegates tothe Council of the League 
of Nations. 


In confirmation of the verbal communications I have had the honour 
of aking to your Excellencies, I beg to state that for some months past 
my Committee have been in receipt of letters and - reports from their 


friends in Poland, from which it would appear that the Jews of that — 


country are still the victims of a serious persecution. 

Of organised acts of - violence’ on a large’ scale—the so-called 
“pogroms ”"—no complaint is made, and my Committee are happy to con- 
clude that, owing to the. vigilance of the Polish Government, a great 
improvement. has been achieved in this respect. 
insecurity of the Jewish population seems to be beyond doubt. A-bitter 
anti-Semitic agitation still troubles the social peace of the Republic 
and leads to numerous crimes against the Jews which, in the majority 
unhappily go unpunished. They are still also the victims 

of a widely organised boycott. F inally, their political and civil rights, as 
cnaranteed to ‘them by the Constitution and by, International Treaty, are 
‘frequently ignored by the authorities, and no redress has been obtainable 
from the Government. My committee have not' yet fully investigated 
these charges: but their substantial truth appears to. be established by 
‘two ontstanding facts of. indubitable authenticity.. The ‘first. is the 
bitterness and magnitude -of the anti-Semitic agitation, attested by the 
incendiary placards which, from time to time, have been posted up in 
great cities like Warsaw and Posen, and by the inflammatory denuncia- 
tions of the Jews which appear daily in a large section of the Polish press. 


The second is the great emigration of Jewish refugees to Upper Silesia. 


and Eastern Germany, which these harassing conditions have occasioned, 
We are infornied on very good anthority that these refugees, who have to 
be relieved from the extremely slender. resources of the German Jewish 
communities, niimber already 75.000 souls. 

- My Committee have been urged from more than one quarter to 
biing this deplorable state of things to the knowledge of the Assembly 
of the League of Nations now: sitting in this City. “The 


Polish Republic has to grapple at this moment, and they do not desire to 
add to those difficulties. Moreover they sincerely desire the prosperity 
and bd er of Poland and the social peace of the Republic; and they 
are convinced that this can best be achieved by strengthening and not 
Aiacuudtiine the Government, and by the cultivation of a spirit of patience 
and mutual toleration and confidence by the Jewish and Christian Nation- 
als of the New Poland. They feel, however, that it is time that a serious 
effort were made by the Polish Government to deal drastically with this 
Huestion, and they will be much relieved if they can receive from your 
Excellencies an assurance that. definite steps will be taken in the néar 
future to promote ‘a. better feeling between all classes of the population 


and more particularly between the Jews and their non-Jewish cy pela | 


citizens. At the same time it will be necessary to secure for the Jews 
the fullest respect for their C 


nation. 
Meanwhile, my Committee will be very glad to communicate to your 


I:xceHlencies the reports which have reached them, so that the Govern-. 
ment of the Republic may cause investigation to be made into the charges 


contained in them and srant redress where redress may prove necessary. 
In taking this course, instead of acting on their treaty right to appeal to 
the League of Nations, my Committee believe that they are offering to 


the Polish Government a convincing pledge of their confidence in the ° 


wise patriotism and high sense of justice of the Polish Nation. If their 
attitude in this respect is loyally reciprocated by the Polish Government 


my Committee feel sure that a happy solution of the Jewish Question in 
Poland, and with it the establishment of social peace throughout the 


Republic, will present no insuperable difficulties.

“The Racial Origin of Jewish Types.” The lecturer pointed out that in 
the eyes of the general world the Jews were essentially a Semitic race.

‘The original Hebrews, recent archeological investigations had shown, were 


ancestors of the Bedouins of to-day. The lecturer showed a most interesting 
series of slides illustrating the physical characteristics of the ancient 
inhabitants of Mesopotamia and Palestine, which clearly showed those 
features generally described to-day as Jewish. These features are really 
Armenoid, and are to be found among the Armenians of to-day and among 
the Hittites of old. The Amorites were clearly shown to be a nation with 


deve ' opment of the Philistines, who came originally from Crete, and whose 
disappearance from history was not the result of extermination, but of 
absorption among the surrounding tribes.

League of Nations comes to an end; but in view of the importance of the 
Jewish questions discussed, I have thought it desirable to present’an Interim 
report, briefly summarising the results so far achieved, 


2. The main parpose of my mission was to watch the progress, through the - 


which was adopted by the Council of the League at its meeting in Brussels in 
October. The articles relating to judicial proceedings under the Minority 


assembly, of the scheme of the Permanent Court of International Justice 


‘Treaties were entirely remodelled by the Commission to which the scheme — 


was referred by the»Assembly; but in their present form they give entire 
satislaction to the representations addressed to the League on behalf of the 
Joint Foreign Committee. Our interpretation of the guarantee article of the 
Minority Treaties has been adopted, with the results that in cases arising under 
it the jurisdiction of the permanent court will be compulsory and “unilateral 
arraigument’ will be permitted. It follows from this that the course of action 
will not be left to be settled by the dilatory process of diplomatic negotiation, 
as mm other cases coming before the Court, but will. be decided by the Court 
itself. Thus we obtain a procedure which in regard to swiftuess and effective- 
_ hess leaves nothing to be desired. . 
| 5. ‘The important interpretation of. the.Guarantee Article of the Minority 
‘Treaties, giving to the Minorities direct access to the deliberative bodies of the 
League, which was adopted at Brussels on the motion of Siguor Tittoni, did not 
come before the Assembly, as the competence of the Council in such matters Is 
tinal. The question of regulating this access, so as to obtain for it the best 
results, remained to be discussed with the secretariat. With this view I sub- 
mitted proposals to the Administrative Section of the League, which are still 
4. During my stay in Geneva two further Minority Treaties received the 
guarantee of the.League. These are the Treaties with Czecho-Slovakia and 
ugo-Slavia. The reports relating to them adopted by the Council are entirely 
satisfactory. 
| 5. An important proposal submitted by me to the Assembly aimed at a wide 
extension of the régime of Minority Treaties as adopted by the Paris Peace 
Conference last year. It arose in connection with the applications of a number 
of States to be admitted to the membership of the League. The majority of 
these States were new and unrecognised, and almost all of them contained 
mixed poputations.

Minority Treaties. The States concerned were Hungary and Poland. In the 
case of Hangary one infraction was clear and indisputable. The recent adop- 
tion by the Hungarian Parliament of a Law limiting the admission of Jewish 
students to the higher schools is a violation of the Miriérity Clauses of the 
lreaty of Trianon. It was; however, not possible to indict Hungary directly on 
‘tis count a3 the Treaty has not yet received the guarantee of the League: but 
it happened that, before the Assembly met, the Cabinet of Budapest announced 
'ts Intention of applying for Membership of the League. Accordingly, with 
the assent of the Presidents, T: ad reese’ a Note to the Assembly pointing ont 
that Hungary was disquatified from Membership by the above mentioned Law 
Which rendered her «a defaulter in regard to her Treaty obligations. The 


consequently was not taken into consideration; bat I have informed the 
Secretary General that it will b> repeated in the event of a renewal of the 
application. Should it not be renewed it. will be possible to take other action 
when the Minority Clauses of the Treaty of Trianon are guaranteed.

Apart fromthe forma! pledges contained inthe letterof Mr. Paderewskiand 
Mr. Askenazy, it will be noted that, for the first time, pablic avewal is made on 
behalf of the Polish Government of their obligations under the Minority Treaty.

We learn that the form of the British Mandate in Palestine has 
at length been settled and forwarded to Geneva. France and Italy were 
consulted, but apparently not the United States. The passage recognising 
ie historic claims of Jewry in Palestine, which was struck out in earlier 
-visions, has now been reinserted in the Mandate. In another clause,

For Dr. Daiches. bubbles alternately between the 
uninformed enthusiasm of the ILufimensch and the Ghetto-bend. spirit 
of the grateful Jew to whom a crust of comfort has been thrown.

iment? .Does the British Government require or. look ‘for their 
“ gratitude”? Was the policy which dictated the. Balfour Declara- 
-tion—does Daiches suppose—an act of beneficence and. charity ?

He twits 
Mr. Zangwill with some slipin history, and himself shows his geographical 
ignorance by confusing Uganda with British East Africa. Yet the territory 
offered by the British Government through Mr. Chamberlain and Uganda 
Jiesomethousand miles apart. This error on Dr. Daiches's part has, perhaps, 
this excuse, first because he is by no means alone in the mistake, which

advance of emigration, and just because all this will require untold 


- Tuiilions and that people will want to know what are the guarantees of 


stability, what is the security of tenure—not for the Jews who are 
already there, but for all those who are yet. to follow, Tn other words. 
what is our legal status in Palestine ? 


Your correspondents point to Mr. Balfour’ s Declar ation, to Mr. Lloyd | 


George’s sympathy, to the Jewish High Commissioner; to the leaders in 
the Times. “What more could anyone ask?” they say, in effect, if not 
in so many words. Well, let me say at once that I have every belief 


in the good intentions of the gentlemen named and every appreciation of | 


the Times leading articles. But let us remember that Mr. Balfour is 
human, and therefore mortal; that Mr. Lloyd George is not Britain's 
ruler by the grace of God; that Sir Herbert Samuel, though a true Jew, 
is a British official, and, therefore, under the direction of the British 
Government for the time being, while as to the T'imes—well, I remember 


the Morning Post was quite an attractive paper. 
Let.us not deceive ourselves about hard facts. Let us reme mber that | 
the great war, so far from giving us an England “fit for heroes to live in,” 


has left us with an England infested from end to end with the germ of 
active anti-Semitism, and that this most virulent disease has even 
invaded the sacred precincts of Government circles. Let us recognise 


the fact that. for the ficst time for two and a half centuries we have a 


an official Press Committee appointed to.counteract the widespread 
efforts of anti-Semitic agitators, and. last, but not least, that there is 
already a strong and influential opposition to the idea of a Jewish Pales- 
tine, an opposition that will certainly not be lessened by the increased 
prosperity which Jewish effort may succeed in achieving. 

_ Lrealise that to some minds the idea of Jews demanding guar intees 
from the British Government may seem nothing less than arrogant pre- 


sumption, but is itso in point of fact? I think not. I quite adrnit that. 


Mr. Balfour’s Declaration is the first step towards apn act of reparation 


which will be recorded in history to the permanent credit of the British 


nation. But is it entirely unselfish ? Let us not forget that a prosperous 
Palestine, peopled by several millions of energetic, industrious, sober, and 
peace-loving Jews will be a permanent bulwark and a faithfal ‘sentinel at 


the most yuinerable point of the British Empire, surely a very substantial.

_jmpoverished and barren country, which for centuries past has produced 
searcely sufficient to provide bachsh-esh for Turkish officials.

out your habitations on the Sabbath day” (Exodus xxxv., 3); and in the 
earlierinstructions regarding the manna, the Hebrews are told“ T'o-mo: iow 
is a holy Sabbath unto the Lord: bike that which ye will bake and seethe 
that which ye will seethe; and all that remaineth over lay up for you to 
be kept until the morning ” xvi., 23). Both these commands. the 
foriner implicitly, the latter erplicitly, require the preparation of the food 
for the Sabbath on the preceding day, that is, before sunset on Priday. 
The quantity to be prepared, according to Sibbath xvi., 2, and xxii. !, 


was food sufficien® for three meals—the evening meal at the begining of : 


the Sabbath (i.e., after sunset on Friday), breakfast and dinner on the 
Sabbath. This was, of courses, the customary number on week-ilays as 
well--the Sabbath meals, however, were usually on a more generis 
scale—but the Rabbis based the three Sabbath meals on the fact that 
the word “to-day.” occurs three times in Exodus xvi., 25. 3

_ Sir STUART SAMUEL, who was loudly cheered on rising to reply, said 
that he was. proud of the confidence which Jewry felt in him. He had 
“reat pleastire in coming to Sunderland to open the Beth Hamedrash, for 
Sunderland was a plaee which was famed for its enthusiasm for orthodoxy. 
The Beth Hamedrash was perhaps the oldest educational institution in 
the world. It was the Beth Hamedrash which kept Judaism alive. He 
Would make one appeal to Jewry thronghont England, that was to say, to 
orthodox Jewry, that it should sink its differences and present a united 
front to those forces which tended to break up orthodox Jewry. It was 
for that reason that he undertook to prestile at the meeting of the Agudas 
Yisrael, which was to be held the fohowing Saturday evening in London. 


Orthodox Jewry would be essentially weak and its efforts unavailing, so | 
long. as it allowed itself to be upset by differences among its seetions. 


Reference had been made to his recent work in Poland. He was confident 
that the recommendations centained in his report on the condition of the 
Jews in Poland wouli be taken up by the Polish Gg@veroment, and thus 
Poland would achieve that prosperity and well-being which had always 
-. been the experience of those countries that welcomed Jews as citizens. 


Anglo-Jewry. had given him credit for a great many things which he. 


did not know that he deserved, but one thing he would claim credit for, 


and that was the interest which his brother Sic Herbert Samuel, was 


taking in Jewish affairs, for upon him (Sir Stuart) haddevolved the duty

preached by silence,

She thinks that had the Jews not been exiled 
from their land they would have gone through 


the same processes of decay which caused the 


extinction of all the other great nations of the 
past, and that by being robbed of comfcrt and 
happiness they received just that stimulus of 
vitality which enabled them to survive when 


other’ peoples passed into oblivion. ““We are 


like steel,” she says, “tempered by fire and 


water, not soft iron exposed to rust and.
